The B.C. Federation of Labor spent an hour 
Monday trying to convince the provincial cabinet that 
B.C. should make an all-out effort to protect the land 
and the people who live on it—and that a complete 
revision of labor legislation is needed. 

However, the man labor 
wanted most to convince — 

Premier Bennett — was ab¬ 
sent for the federations* an¬ 
nual submission. 

Federation President 
George Johnston and secre¬ 
tary Ray Haynes said they 
were told the premier was 
busy preparing for Thursday’s 
opening of legislature. 

“We made the comment 
that we were very disap¬ 
pointed." said Johnston after¬ 
ward. “If ever there was a 
y ear when the premier should 
have been here it was this 
year."

He referred to the long 
summer of labor turmoil that 
hit hard in most areas of tlie 
province and to the current 
problem of unemployment. 

The federation's 14-p age 
brief was devoted to three 
main areas — a need to help 
the disadvantaged, including a 
dramatic increase in the 
minimum wage: a stronger 
fight against pollution; sweep¬ 
ing labor legislation changes 
that would include the scrap¬ 
ping of the Mediation Com¬ 
mission. 

The immediate reaction of 
the labor leaders to their 
meeting with cabinet was that 
they had been given “a very 
friendly reception," but that 
there was a distinct lack of 
meaningful questions from 
the ministers.

"What we want is to 
establish some form of dia¬ 
logue," Johnston said. 

Haynes said: “We were told_ 
the brief would be dealt with 
the same way all other briefs 
are dealt with — l don’t know 
whether that’s good or bad." 

On the matter of people in 
reed, the brief asks the 
government to undertake "the 
great task of enabling those 
wfa) are now disadvantaged to 


enjoy a decent life a life 
with opportunity' and hope for 
the future." 

Under the heading of dis¬ 
advantaged. the federation 
groups pensioners, native In- 
dians , the disenchanted 
young, farm workers, the 
unemployed and under¬ 
employed and low wage earn¬ 
ers.

One of the specific pro- 
jxisals to meet the needs is 
listed by the federation as a 
"dramatic" increase in the 
51.50 an hour minimum wage. 
It doesn’t however, suggest 
what the new rate should be. 

Other proposals call for 
economic expansion, en¬ 
couragement of trade union 
organization and considerable 
" increase in training and re¬ 
training facilities for Indians, 
older workers and under- 
educated workers.

Pilot Mixup 
Vital Error 


BRAMPTON, Ont. <CP» 

Dr. H. B. Cotnam, Ontario's 
supervising coroner, will hear 
evidence today of "a huge 
error" made by air accident 
investigators following the 
July 5 crash of an Air Canada 
jetliner that killed all 109 
persons aboard. 

Cotnam declined to talk to 
reporters Monday night about 
the nature of the error 
following a full day of testi¬ 
mony about other aspecis of 
the crash at an inquest in this 
community 25 miles north 
west of Toronto

that a report prepared by 
medical examiners acci¬ 
dentally substituted the name 
of First Officer Donald Row¬ 
land for that of Capt. Peter 
Hamilton on a crucial piece of 
evidence. 

There were also suggestions 
that Hamilton and Rowland 
may have been sitting in each 
other’s seats. 

Apparently, the medical ex¬ 
aminers discovered flecks of 
yellow paint on the palm of 
Hamilton's hand identical to 
the paint used on the cockpit 
lever controlling the DC-8-ti3’s 
ground spoiler braking sys¬ 
tem.

But when they made out 
their report, the examiners 
said the paint was found on 
the left hand of Rowland 
not Hamilton.

major evidence in concluding 
that Rowland prematurely 
deployed the ground spoilers.

Christopher Chataway. min¬ 
ister of posts and telecom¬ 
munications. told the House of 
Commons t h e government 
was standing firm in its 
refusal to consider a wage 
increase above eight per cent, 
its last offer.

He said the demand by 
employees of the state-run 
post office for a~. 15-per-cent 
rise would force postage rates 
up this year to at least nine 
pence from five pence for a 
first-class letter. 


Chataway also said the only 
way to avoid the strike is for 
the union to submit its w^age 
claim to compulsory arbitra¬ 
tion. The union has so far 
refused to do this.

Tom Jackson, leader of tlie 
Union of Post Office Workers, 
listened to Chataway'* re¬ 
marks in the House and then 
told reporters: "I don't think 
wv can get an impartial 
chairman for an arbitration 
tribunal at the moment."

office, said Monday. 

He told a news conference 
that in exchange for mailing 
early. Torontonians will be 
guaranteed delivery the next 
day. 

The system involves two

conventional red ones and 
new red ones with blue, white 
and purple horizontal stripes. 

After Feb. 1, first-class 
mail dropped into any To¬ 
ronto city box before 11 a.m.

St. John’s, Nfld., Halifax, 
Moncton’, N.B., Quebec City, 
Montreal, Toronto and sub¬ 
urbs and other major Ontario 
centra. as well as Winnipeg.

First-class mail deposited in 
a striped box after 11 a.m.

For outgoing mail, the 
system will be inaugurated 
in Winnipeg. Calgary and 
Edmonton April 1; Vancouver 
May 1: Ottawa June 1 and 
Montreal July 1. 


Cote said the mailing dead¬ 
lines were devised to meet 
aircraft and other forms of 
transportation departures and 
also takes advantage of time 
zones. 

He said the system will 
involve staff adjustments in 
post offices which will be 
done “in consultation with the 
union."

It will 
mean that more people will 
bo working day shirt.’"

Cote also predicted the 
system, to be in use in all 
major and medium size cities 
across Canada by 1972. will 
give a boost to the country's 
depressed economy. 

“It will help a lot of 
companies who were losing 
business because of missing 
out on orders because of the 
mail," he said. 


■SIOUX FALLS, S.D. (UP1) — Sen. George 
McGovern Monday announced his candidacy 
for the Democratic presidential nomination, 
promising to quickly pull every U.S. soldier 
out of Vietnam tfnd calling for "a second 
American revolution" b» overhaul the 
nation's iiolicies and priorities. 

Charging President Nixon with deepening 
“the sense of depression and despair in our 
land," the South Dakota Democrat predicted 
voters would send the Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nominee to the White House next year. 

McGovern, 48, said he was "uniquely 
qualified" to lead the nation, and he said his 
nomination offered "the best chance of 


heading off a fourth party movement by 
Democrats still fuming . . . over the mistakes 
of past leadership." 

M cGovern's long-anticipated announce¬ 
ment was made in a radio and television,, 
broadcast here and in a letter mailed to 
275,000 potential contributors to his cam¬ 
paign. 

Under questioning by newsmen, McGovern 
said he could think of a possible half-dozen 
rivals for the Democratic nomination. He 
ticked off the names of former vice-president 
Hubert Humphrey, Sens. Edmund Muskie of 
Maine. Birch Bayh of Indiana, William 
Proxmire of Wisconsin. Henry Jackson of 
Washington "and possibly Ted Kennedy."

If All Checks Negative

Dear Dr. Thoeteson: Is it 

advisable for a person who 
had tuberculosis 13 years ago 
and is being checked every 
six months to be a babysitter 
for two children? 

If the answer is no. I would 
like to know why. I am a 
middle-aged housewife with a 
child of my own, aged five. 

I have a feeling that a lot 
of people in our church circle 
tkink twice about including 
us- in social events because 
of my handicap. They still 
feel I may give them TB 
germs. Is this possible as 
long as 1 am checked peri¬ 
odically — S. 8. 

* ★ ★ 

We’ve come such a long way 
in treating TB that there’s 
a tendency to be a bit care¬ 
less about it sometimes. And 


yet it remains so prevalent 
tha.t we can't afford to take 
any needless chances. 

I commend you for doing 
what every former TB patient 
ought to do: be checked every 
six months. 

* ★ ★ 

With such regular checks 
an X-ray that shows no 
changes and a negative spu¬ 
tum test - showing no TB 
germs in the sputum) you 
are no hazard to anyone else, 
including, of course, the chil¬ 
dren with w'hom you baby- 
•sit. 

As a matter of fact, you 
are a safer babysitter than 
the average sitter, because 
there is always the possibility 
that somebody else may have 
an active, yet undetected, 
case of TB. You, on the con¬ 
trary, know from your regu¬ 
lar tsets that you do NOT

Barges rush lo scene in San Francisco Bay to try to stem oil spread 

Huge Spill in San Francisco Bay 

Oil Tankers Collide 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Two 523-foot oil tankers col¬ 
lided in the fog under Golden 
Gate Bridge early Monday, 
and a huge oil slick poured 
from the ruptured side of one 
vessel and rolled up on 
beaches of San Francisco 
Bay. 

Sea life In the bay was 
threatened, and in some 
cases, birds were trapped by 
the thick, gooey, oil. Beaches 
on the San Francisco side of 
the bridge were striped with a 
four-foot-wide layer of oil 
carried in by the surf. 

The Coast Guard estimated 
the total spill could go as high 
as 1.9 million gallons, rival¬ 
ling the 1969 Santa Barbara 
oil spill, which was estimated 
from 420,000 gallons by the 
U.S. Geological Survey to 
between 3.5 million and 3 
million gallons by state offi¬ 
cials. 

Spilling from the side of the 
Oregon Standard, the oil 
quickly floated into a two- 


mile long stretch of the 50- 
mile bay starting at Sausalito, 
a picturesque village and 
tourist attraction across from 
San Francisco. 

The two ships, both Stan¬ 
dard Oil of California tankers, 
drifted locked together to 
Angel Island, across the bay 
from Fisherman's Wharf, and 
dropped anchor. 

Coast Guard and oil com¬ 
pany boats sped to the scene 
to drop floating containment 
booms and pump the fuel oil 
from the ruptured tanks into 
barges. 

No injuries were reported 
to the 35-man crew of either 
vessel. 

Tugs separated the two 
ships and the Arizona Stan¬ 


dard, which had a gash In its 
side but reported no leaking 
from its cargo of. crude, 
proceeded to its home port at 
Richmond, Calif. 

Coast Guard officials said 
they hoped much of the oil 
had been trapped by the 
circle o f floating booms 
thrown around the stricken 
tanker Oregon Standard. 
Other oil was carried out to 
sea by the tide, but officials 
feared high tide would bring 
it back. 

A thousand bales of hay 
were dumped on beaches in 
Marin Country across the bay 
from San Francisco to soak 
up oil. 

A pelican was seen surfac¬ 
ing under a floating slick in 


the middle of the bay, cov¬ 
ered with oil like a “thick 
black coat.” Fish flopped in a 
four-foot wide strip of oil on 
the San Francisco beach near 
Fishermen’s Wharf. 

Rescue crews picked up oil- 
coated birds and cleaned the 
San Francisco-Oak land Bay 
Bridge five miles away, and 
from Sausalito across the bay 
to Fisherman’s Wharf. 

Some ecologists said the oil 
spill could ruin conservation¬ 
ists’ chances to save the bay 
from pollution. But a scientist 
who studied the bay said he 
believed there should be no 
long-range damage although 
it would take several years 
for nature to heal the im¬ 
mediate effects.

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Reason for a Review 
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C RITICISM OF THE CAPITAL Regional Board 
by members of Central Saanich council’s fi¬ 
nance committee has drawn the retort from the 
board chairman, Mayor Hugh Curtis of Saanich, 
that “it seems that our severest critics know the 
least about our operations." If so, this in itself is a 
good reason for having a seminar on the costs and 
other aspects of the regional administration, as 
proposed by the Central Saanich committee. 

Committee members may have been off base 
in suggesting that the costs of the board are 
increasing beyond the services it is rendering the 
community. But if they were wrong, the board has 
nothing to fear from a thorough, public discussion 
of the way it is meeting the various responsibilities 
of region-wide concern which it has taken over 
from municipal governments. 

The Central Saanich proposal is not only to 
look into the cost of regional administration, but to 
consider whether the board as it has evolved is the 
best instrument of joint endeavor among the 
municipalities and the unorganized areas, or 
whether it could be improved. Thus the seminar 
would discuss such topics as the method of 
selecting the regional chairman and directors, the 
possibility of having some fulltime elected 
members, financial and administrative relation¬ 


ships between the board and the municipalities, 
and regional priority policy. 

The board, being constituted of delegates 
appointed from the member municipalities and 
chosen from the unorganized districts, is a unique 
form of government because it is thus insulated 
from the municipal taxpayers, who have no say 
about who shall represent them; no comeback at 
election time if they don’t like regional spending, 
or as the case may be in regard to hospitals, 
regional inability to make quick progress. Many of 
them would agree with Alderman Percy Lazarz: “I 
can visualize this thing expanding with ever¬ 
growing expenses that I can’t support, and I’d like 
to have a voice in the non-support.” 

It would ill befit the regional administration 
therefore to give the appearance of arrogance by 
resisting a review of its operations, its organization 
and its priorities, with the aim of recommending 
any possible changes for the better to the minister 
of municipal affairs, who introduced the concept of 
regional districts in British Columbia. If Central 
Saanich aldermen don’t know as much as they 
should about the regional board and its workings, 
it is a sure thing that the ordinary taxpayer knows 
less, and deserves to have the issues put forward 
by the aldermen debated.

Rights Group in Britain of the difficulties of 
Ireland might well be considered in the women’s 
“lib” movement of this and other lands.

Harold Jackson of The Manchester Guardian, 
one of a small group of British newspaper 
reporters who have covered the Irish scene 
throughout the past three years of strife, is the 
contributor.

“What has grown out of this has been an 
embryo matriarchy in which the traditional 
dominance of the male has been steadily eroded. 
This has had deep social and psychological effects. 
There is a constant need for the men to assert their 
masculinity. 

“Often this takes the form of excessive 
drinking and gamhling. Pilot studies of the effects 


of long term unemployment have suggested that it 
eventually saps virility in the strictly physical 
sense, and this too may well have set up 
considerable stresses. 

“The result of it all has been a growing 
incidence of vandalism and blind destruction of 
public property and a growing inclination to 
combat authority in the most flagrant way 
possible. This was one way to show that 
masculinity was still potent. There was an 
astonishing recklessness about the behavior of the 
men involved. They seemed to lose all sense of 
personal safety as they hurled their stones and 
firebombs at the members of the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary." 

Are similar signs not showing on the North 
American continent where the “rights of women” 
are being stressed, and more and more family 
funds are being augmented in increasing amounts 
by working wives? 

Could a matriarchy be forming here? 

It’s a thought that both male and female 
advocates of “women’s lib” might consider in 
discussion of who is to wear the trousers today.

Signs of Burma's stagnation 
are everywhere. What was 
once one of the world’s 
greatest rice bowls is now a 
pul eh work of abandoned 
paddy fields. Kice exports 
n.iw average only about 300.- 
000 tons a year, less than 10 
per cent of the amount 
exported 35 years ago under 
colonial rule. In 1965 and 1966, 
rice was actually rationed in 
Rangoon, a phenomenon 
never before recorded in 
modern Burmese history. 

Farmers say that it is no 
longer profitable to grow rice 
because of low prices paid by 
the government's purchasing 
monopoly. “Before there were 
the rich and the poor in 
Burma,” the Burmese say. 
“Now there are only the 
poor.” 

In the villages, unlike most 
of Southeast Asia, there arc 
few signs of anything beyond 
the bare essentials of life. 
Most remarkable is the total 
absence erf the transistor 
radio—probably the one prod¬ 
uct of modern technology that 
has changed more attitudes in 
Asia than anything since the 
invention of the wheel. 

In the capital, a second¬ 
hand car brings as jnuch as 
$19,200 at a government auc¬ 
tion, and while in the People's 
Stores, basic consumer items 
go for a song, they are rarely 
available. Rangoon itself, 
once a charming and brilliant 
metropolis, is now a shabby, 
if neatly kept, provincial 
town.

Backing up Dole In the 
campaign preparations will be 
Murray Chotiner, who is 
expected to move shortly 
from his White House office 
into a more neutral comer of 
Washington t o guide the 
Nixon political effort. 

Chotiner, a 60-year-old 
lawyer, has managed Nixon’s 
campaigns since 1948 — and 
has just been described by his 
former wife as a "hatchet 
man” for the president. 

There has so far been little 
discussion here of what Vice¬ 
s’ resident Spiro Agnew’s role 
would he In 1972. Attoreney- 
General John Mitchell now is 
seen as Nixon’s closest cab¬ 
inet adviser on politics, which 
could represent a shift from 
the controversy Agnew gen¬ 
erated last fall.

Chotiner’s move away from 
the president’s side Is being 
viewed in Washington as a 
fulfilment of the president's 
intention, outlined in his 
recent televised Interview, to 
be a national rather than a 
partisan leader for the r.S. 

For the 1972 campaign, 
already well in motion, the 
president apparently is de¬ 
termined to seem to be a 
moderate and above politics. 
But the Republican campaign 
itself will likely be as par¬ 
tisan — and conservative — 
as could be expected under 
the management of Dole and 
Chotiner.

Anti-Semitism Rife in Soviet Union 

Russians ‘Bend’ Statistics

Lord Macauley was not necessarily right when he said 
“There are three kinds of lies — lies, damn lies and 

statistics.” Soviet statistics are given a high rate of 
credibillity by Western Sovietologists but what lies behind the 
credibility by Western Sovietologists but what lies behind the 
statistics is quite another problem. 

Take, for example, the official figures issued by Soviet 
spokesmen here to rebut persistent charges of anti-semitism 
and discrimination against Jews in the Soviet Union. 

To answer complaints that Jews are kept out of official 
positions, a Soviet diplomat, in a letter to the London Times, 
said 8,000 Jews are members of the supreme Soviet 

l parliament) of the Soviet Union and of the regional and local 
Soviets. 

The diplomat was N. Efimov, editor of Soviet Weekly, an 
English-language newspaper prepared in Moscow and 
distributed in the United Kingdom. 

★ ★ * 

A truly Impressive figure hut meaningless when 

considering the fact that membership of the Soviets runs into 
the hundreds of thousands. As for the main legislative body, 
the supreme Soviet of the USSR, its number of Jewish 
members can be counted on the fingers of one hand. This is 
equally true of the even more important central committee of 
the Communist Party, the ruling body of the country. 

The fact represents a glaring departure from conditions 
In the first two decades of the Sovier which ended all legal 
disabilities imposed by the czars upon the Jews and 
emancipated all of Russia’s scores of national minorities. 

Jews, Georgians, Armenians and other non-Slav groups 
were .then generously represented in the politburo, the council 
of commissars (cabinet) and held eminent positions at all 
levels and areas of Soviet leadership. 

The Soviet chief of state, the defence minister, the 
foreign minister and scores of cabinet members, high ranking 
generals and diplomats, at one time were Soviet citizens of 
Jewish ethnic origin. 


With few exceptions, largely involving men of the older 
generation. Jews now appear to be excluded from the top and 
medium level leadership of the Communist Party, the 
government, die armed forces, diplomacy and the 
administration of cultural life. 

To deny the existence of a small quota for Jews in the 
universities, the Soviet spokesman said 3.15 per cent of the 
Jewish population is students compared to 1.82 per cent of the 
entire population. 

The figure may be correct but the explanation may lie In 
the fact that the Jews in 1917, when the majority of the Soviet 
population was illiterate, were already an urbanized, 
educated people boasting an ancient tradition of learning. 

The percentage of Jews in the universities naturally 
declined as the Soviets liquidated illiteracy and masses of 
former peasants and workers flocked to the educational 
centres. 

ir ir ir 

But more than one third of the Soviet population to this 
day still lives in rural areas where the drive and opportuni¬ 
ties for higher education are mere limited than in the cities 
of compact Jewish settlement. 

A comparison of the Jewish student population with that 
of non-Jews who have l>een organized for several generations 
would be more sociologically correct than the official Soviet 
figure. • 

The Soviet official In his letter to The Time* expectedly 
denied all forrps of religious and cultural discrimination 
against the Jewish minorty. He correctly mentioned a 
number of Jwws of the older generation, prominent in the 
performing arts, such as violinist David Oistrakh, ballerina 
Maya Plisetskaya and film director Mark Donskoi. He could 
have added to the list a sizeable number of elderly world 
renowned scientists, members of the academy of sciences. 

But no mention was made of the fact that all Jewish 

cultural institutions-schools, institutes, libraries and 

theatres — such as other minorities still enjoy, were 
dissolved by the government in 1948-1949, in the heyday of 
Stalin’s persecutions, and have never been reopened.

There 
are perhaps a dozen Christian 
Democrats who favor the 
treaty as the only way to 
achieve normalization of rela¬ 
tions with Poland. 
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"Some of them openly 
support the treaty with War¬ 
saw,” he says, "but not all.” 

The resentment in the 
ranks of the expellees 
amounts to a refusal to 
accept the basic premise of

President Georges Pompi¬ 
dou’s first cabinet changes 
since he installed his new 
government 18 months ago 
have served primarily to 
reinforce his personal style 
and stamp on the administra¬ 
tion and his strong dominance 
of the French political scene 
In general. 

Although Pompidou does 
not remotely pretend to any 
of the charisma of his great 
predecessor and mentor for 
many years, Charles de 
Gaulle, he is In fact far 
stronger politically today than 
de Gaulle was, particularly 
during the general's last two 
years in office. 


Where de Gaulle simply 
commanded o r demanded 
loyalty as an ideological act 
of faith, Pompidou is drawing 
support from a far wider 
spectrum of political factions 
and individual backers in the 
national assembly and the 
country. 

De Gaulle’s style of gov¬ 
ernment was largely a take-it- 
or-leave-it attitude toward the 
national assembly. But the 
P o mpidou government en¬ 
gages in continuous — and at 
times fairly lively — political 
debate and dialogue between 
the executive and legislature. 


Similarly, in the crucial 
business of national wage 
policy and labor matters, the 
high handed confrontations 
and dictates of the Gaullist 
era have been replaced by 
continuous, careful, meaning¬ 
ful behind-the-scenes discus¬ 
sion and negotiation. This has 
paid off with a year of 
unusual labor peace. 

Deaths of two senior cab¬ 
inet ministers prompted the 
relatively minor reshuffling 
which has now taken place. 
But it is a mark of the 
Pompidou style that he and 
Prime Minister Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas took a lei¬ 
surely two months to decide 
how to move. 


Caution, pragmatism and 
stability are the heart of the 
Pompidou “political style.” 

When~*The changes were 
finally announced, they were 
primarily interpreted .as in¬ 
creasing the Gaullist weight 
in the government. On the 
past records of the men who 


were shifted or brought In, 
this is a reasonable evalua¬ 
tion. 

But it would be more 
accurate to say that they 
increased Pompidou’s weight. 
For whatever their past ideo¬ 
logical faith, all Gaullists now 
owe their future to Pompidou 
and not to the deceased 
general, and they all know it 
ir ir ir 

The overall result is an 
increase of Pompidou’s de¬ 
tailed hold over his govern¬ 
ment. At the same time, he 
maintains the political bal¬ 
ance among the Gaullists, the 
Independent Republicans and 
the Centrists who jointly give 
Pompidou a far greater par¬ 
liamentary strength than de 
Gaulle ever enjoyed. 

At a reception for corres¬ 
pondents before the changes 
had been announced, Pom¬ 
pidou said he expected the 
new team to last until the 
parliamentary elections due 
in 1973. Pompidou himself is 
likely to last far longer than 
that.

man is a brilliant one. It gets 
right to file very guts of what 
the artist was all about. 

Klee Wyck, the Laughing 
One, sums up Emily Carr and 
her mysterious brooding love 
of her province better than 
any prologue writer to a 
catalogue of her paintings 
could ever have done. 

★ * * 

Musical director L a s z 1 o 
Gati made some slight apo¬ 
logy for the work, saying it 
might not be fully understood, 
who understood Emily Carr in 
her day? Why must we under¬ 
stand her brilliant musical 
tribute? Surely it Is enough to 
enjoy and to appreciate, and 
Freedman has given us some¬ 
thing to enjoy. 

Klee Wyck is a musical 
triumph and a fitting centen¬ 
nial tribute which deserves to 
be heard again during this 
season. Based on native In¬ 
dian themes it is musically 
sue cessful and definitely 
satisfying. 

The rest of the program 
was given over to Beethoven’s 
Choral Fantasy and his Ninth 
Symphony, but from a com¬ 
poser's standjjoint it was 
Freedman’s night.

From a musician’s view¬ 
point, it was Robin Wood who 
shone all the way.

For the first time in my 
hearing, Wood seems to have 
tossed his inhibitions aside 
and made music for the sheer 
delight of it, and he passed 
the feeling on to his audience. 
We all felt it and he was call¬ 
ed back time and again. Gati 
and the orchestra combined 
with Wood for a very happy 
musical marriage.

The choral sextet was well 
handled but there were some 
minor problems of balance,

Still it was very much 
Wood’s night and a personal 
triumph.

I am not madly 
keen on the work, which is 
really a great symphony with 
voices attached. It has noth¬ 
ing cohesive about it but it 
seemed to work Monday at 
the Royal Theatre. 

The pace was excellent,

Bennett said he is con¬ 
cerned about the effects of a 
prolonged strike on three 
groups: The families of bus 
drivers, working people going 
to their jobs, and tfaaae with 
low incomes who cant af¬ 
ford oars.

OTTAWA (CP) — Amateur 
sport bodies must start run¬ 
ning their own affairs or 
wake up to find that the 
federal government has taken 
them over, representatives of 
about 55 sports were told over 
the weekend. 

The warnings were sounded 
at the two-day annual meet¬ 
ing of the Canadian Amateur 
Sports Federation, which con¬ 
siders itself the official voice 
of amateur sport in Canada. 

Wrestling officials sounded 
the first alarm Saturday when 
they reported that the Canada 
Games Committee, dominated 
by federal government rep¬ 
resentatives, is dictating the 
level of competition for sports 
taking part in the Games. 

★ ★ ★ 

Delegates passed a resolu¬ 
tion which said the sports 
themselves should have the 
last word on their own events 
in the Games. 

Later they agreed to peti¬ 
tion Health Minister John 
Munro. the minister in charge 
of sports, asking that the 
federation be given the ma¬ 
jority in the Canada Games 
Committee. The federation 
now has three of the 12 votes. 

Melville Rogers of Ottawa, 
a former federation president, 
said the CASF had conceived 
the idea of the Canada Games 
and at one time had a big 
hand in saying how they 
would be run. 

Federation president John 
Hunnias, re-elected to another 
one-year term, said the rules 
governing the selection of 
sites for the Games need to 
be changed. 


Outside the meeting, Hun¬ 
nias said the federation’s role 
Is to ask for bids from the 
cities, assess them and make 
recommendations to Munro. 

The federation's recom¬ 
mendation had been ignored 
by the minister in awarding 
the 1973 Games to New 
Westminster and Burnaby, he 
said. He would be asking for 
more attention to be paid to 
federation recommendations 
in the future. 

Delegates also expressed 
concern over a Munro sug¬ 
gestion made about a year 
ago to form a body called 
Sports Canada.

Don t Push It 


I had a letter the other day from a 
reader who complained that in my 
recent seriei of articles on houseplant 
care I hadn’t as much as mentioned the 
miniature houseplant rose. 

My reason for omitting the rose is 
simple enough — a rose has no business 
blooming in midwinter. Like the big 
outdoor roses, it should drop its leaves, 
go dormant and take a nice rest 
through the winter months. During this 
period it should be stored in a root 
cellar or other cold but frost-free place, 
ideally around 40 degrees, and with the 
toil in the pot almost but not quite bone 
dry. 

In February your little rose should 
be pruned, shortening ail branches to a 
little less than half their length. Bring 
to a sunny window in a coolish room — 
these plants dislike temperatures over 
70 degrees — and resume normal 
watering. After the plant has leafed out, 
it may be given a little houseplant 
fertilizer in its water once a week. 

★ ★ ★ 

Another letter asks about the care of 
a gardenia: this plant was not a 
Christmas gift but was purchased in a 
supermarket. It had one flower open 
and two plump buds when bought, but 
both buds and blossom fell off during 
the first week in its new home. 


This is a very common occurrence. 
Gardenias are almost as well known for 
the buds they lose as for the sweetly 
scented flowers they manage to pro¬ 
duce. One common cause is the abrupt 
change in environment, from a humid, 
controiled-ciimate greenhouse to a 
drafty, arid home. Very often, the leaf 
tips and stem tips turn black, and from 
the same cause. 


A gardenia should do well in about 
the same light conditions as an African 
violet; that is, some direct sunshine in 
winter, light or partial shade in 
summer. It is somewhat fussier as to 
temperature than most houseplants. 
demanding a range between 62 and 65 
degrees by night. 70 or very slightly 
higher by day. Buds may drop off or 
fail to form if temperatures drop much 
below 60 or rise much above 70. 

Like the azalea, the gardenia has a 
pronounced dislike for hard water and it 
is safest to use only rainwater, melted 
snow or the defrostings from a 
refrigerator or freezer. Soil should be 
maintained evenly but only Just barely 
moist, never allowing drainage water to 
remain in the saucer under the pot. 

The plant will appreciate having its 
leaves and buds sprayed daily or 
oftener through the winter with a fine 


mist of plain soft water, using an old 
perfume atomizer or nasal spray, or 
with one of the inexpensive plastic Jet 
sprayers, available at most garden 
shops. 

The feeding of a gardenia is a bit 
tricky, too. A good plan is to feed 
weekly from’ January to September, 
alternating between a balanced house- 
plant fertilizer and straight sulphate of 
ammonia. The balanced fertilizer may 
be any of the proprietory brands such 
as Alginure, Blue Whale. Alaska Fish, 
RX-15, Instant Vigoro, Sangrai, Hypo- 
nex, etc., administered In water at half 
the strength recommended on the label. 

The ammonium sulphate, given 
every second week, is also administered 
in water, one teaspoonful per pint, 
giving each plant about as much of the 
solution as In an ordinary watering. 
This routine helps maintain an acid 
condition in the soil, so necessary for 
this plant. , 

★ ★ ★ 

Tlie gardenia is given no food at all 
from September until the end of 
January, and watering should lie 
reduced slightly through this semi- 
dormant period, allowing the soil to 
become quite dry to the-touch between 
waterings. The daily spraying of the 
leaves with a fine mist of water should 
be continued, however.

Seventeen years ago in this 
column, I wrote: "It is an 
unhappy irony that although 
the U.S. attaches more im¬ 
portance to a college degree 
than to any other aspect of a 
man’s abilities, there remains 
a strangeness and a suspi¬ 
cion toward colleges on the 
part of the general public." 

I had been lecturing that 
week at the University of 
Colorado, and I was told by 
the Episcopal chaplain that 
the townspeople in Boulder 
suspected the university of 
being "pink.” 

"They fail to understand,-" 
he said sadly, "that the 
function of a university is to 
encourage dissent and dis¬ 
agreement, to present various 
views. an<l let the students 
think out the problems for 
themselves." 

A few weeks later, the then 
new chancellor of the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago remarked to 
me that the school was not 
accepted as an essential part 
of the community by most of 
the citizens. "Somewhere,” he 
said, "we’ve failed down on 
the job of integrating the 
activities of the school with 
the life of the city." 


And, still a few weekMater, 
State Senator Gordon Bubolz 
warned the Wisconsin Senate 
that there was "tenseness and 
hostility existing now between 
the University of Wisconsin 
and the legislature . . 

For as long as I can recall, 
the needs and objectives of a 
university have been under¬ 


stood by only a few persons 
off campus, and not many 
more on. But the purpose of a 
college — which is to show 
young minds how to think 
(not WHAT to think) — can 
be achieved only if the 
trustees and faculty and. 
legislators and general public 
appreciate what is imf/ortant 
and what is trivial. 


The University of Colorado 
at that time had no trouble in 
getting the legislature to build 
a multi-million dollar highway 
from Denver to Boulder nor 
to win funds for buildings and 
k grounds. But appropriations 
for faculty needs, and for 
direct educational purposes, 
are grudgingly and scantily 
lx*s towed. 

U.S. universities have been 
building up a head of steam 
for a generation or more; 
Robert Hutchins saw it all 
coming in his tenure as 
President of the University of 
Chicago, but no one listened; 
I have been sending up smoke- 
signals for a quarter-century, 
with as little response. 

It has been the grievous 
fault of the universities — 
the hugest industry in the U.S. 
— that they have not made 
the public aware of the 
essential services they per¬ 
form; and the grievous fault 
of the public that they are 
interested in universities only 
as factories for producing 
sheepskins and athletic vic¬ 
tories. Such monumental mis¬ 
understanding and mutual 
d.istrust was bound to erupt in 
the ugly rebellions of today.

The third youth involved. 
Terrance Parsons. 20. was 
sentenced Jan. 11 in Victoria 
Provincial Court to a jail 
term of four years on a 
charge of robbery with- 
violence resulting from his 
part in the incident. 

The statement, read by 
prosecutor Robert Hutchison, 
said that Mulholland died as a 
result of a knife wound in the 
back of the neck which 
severed the right vertebral 
artery. 

It was stated that the 
pathologist who performed an 
autopsy to determine the 
cause of death described the 
route of the knife as “almost 
being impossible of duplica¬ 


tion by a skilled neuro¬ 
surgeon” and said that once 
tiie artery was cut “death 
would ensue shortly and 
irreversibly.” 

The statement said that for 
some time prior to Nov. 10 
Larlham and Smith had been 
absent without leave from 
CFB Esquimau and had been 
taking drugs and drinking 
heavily.

On Nov. 10. both under the 
influence of drugs and alco¬ 
hol. they went to the beet- 
parlor of a local hotel where 
they met Parsons who was 
badly in need of money 
to obtain some heroin. 

The three were worried 
about being picked up by the 
drug squad or the military 


police, and. on Parsons' sug¬ 
gestion, Larlham borrowed a 
knife from a youth at another 
table in the beer parlor. 
Larlham and Smith stated the 
knife was obtained “for pro¬ 
tection,” court was told. 

The three then left the hotel 
and. passing a taxi stand, 
discussed robbing a taxi. At 
Parsons’ suggestion, they 
hired the taxi driven by 
Mulholland, 37. of 917 
Bewdley, at the comer of 
Yates and Douglas and told 
him to drive to Battery 
Street. 

The statement said that 
when the taxi stopped on 
Battery. Smith put the knife 
to Muiholland's back and the 
tab driver was asked for his 
money and wallet. He ga\e

"It’s also quite unlikely that 
he will be returned to his 
family, and so is Ukely to 
need permanent foster care," 
said Mrs. Packford. 

She said the concept of 
fostering had gradually 
changed from the days when 
it was regarded as a tempo¬ 
rary arrangement to give a 
child a family for a limited 
time.

"Now we need permanent 
homes for the deprived, neg¬ 
lected and rejected child who 
is likely to stay in care. 

"The need for foster homes 
is desperate in Victoria — not 
in terms of numbers but 
certainly in terms of the 
needs of the children.” 

Mrs. Packford said there 
are eight children in the 
receiving and diagnostic cen¬ 
tres in Victoria awaiting 
placement — seven boys and 
a girl. 


All the children are men¬ 
tally or emotionally handi¬ 
capped and in dire need of 
families. 

One seven-year-old boy. she 
said, had been regarded as 
retarded but after special 
treatment and education was 
almost up to normal. 

★ ★ A 

"Everyone has really 
worked hard with this boy 
and it’s really encouraging to 
read his file — except that 
the one thing he really needs 
now we can’t supply — and 
that's a permanent family." 

The little girl is 5. and 
needs a temporary home in 
Victoria so she can take 
treatment at the George 
Pearkes clinic. 

"She's almost totally deaf, 
and her home is up-Island. 
Victoria is the only place on 
the Island with facilities to 
work with this child,” said 
Mrs. Packford. 

She said this type of 
request for temporary place¬ 
ment while the child is cared 
for in special facilities in 
Victoria is growing. 

Another three-year-old is 
retarded and waiting for 
admission to Woodlands 
school. 


Dear Ann Landers: We of 

the University of Michigan 
Environmental Action group 
are greatly upset at your anti¬ 
hitchhiking philosophy.

Those values compare with 
concentrations that, on the 
average, ranged hetw»»en 30 
and 40 parts per million in 
samples taken during 1966. 
the year before Western 
Mines Ltd. started its copper- 
producing operation. 

The 1969 study of Buttle 
showed concentrations of lead 
at 5.3, 4.4, 1.1, 1.8 and a 1.2 
parts per million. Three years 
earlier few of the values were 
more than .5 parts per 
million. 

A concentration of more 
than 1.2 part per million is 
considered exceptional. 

While the analyses were 
made of fish livers and 
people do not tend to eat 
large quantities of rainbow 
trout livers, for example — 
the values can be taken an 
index of the availablity of the 
offensive metal in the aquatic 
environment. 

Other above-average copper 
concentrations were found in 
rainbow trout from Magic 
Lake.

The report says the high 
concentration of copper in 
Magic Lake, on North Pender 
Island, may be a result of 
copper sulphate treatment of 
the lake for snail control. 

"Concentrations in Camp 
and Elsie Lake fish appear to 
conform to known mineralisa¬ 
tion there." it adds. "High 
values in fish livers from 
Hyas, Mud, Rhoda, Peckhams 
and Sleeping Wa^er lakes are 
unexplained " 

The study was written by 
G. R. Peterson, a provincial 
fisheries biologist who is with 
the University of B.C.’s ani¬ 
mal resources ecology centre, 
and three members of UBC's 
geology department, including 
Dr. H. V. Warren. 

Dealing with Buttle Lake, 
the researchers said they 
were surprised that the zinc 
concentrations of fish there 
were not as correspondingly 
high as the lead and copper 
contaminants. 

"(This) ... is unexpected 
as zinc is not only more 
abundant in mine tailings but

IjUnE COWICHAN - Lake 
Cowichan schools Monday en¬ 
tered the third week of a 
walkout by a 14-member 
substitute teachers* associa¬ 
tion. 

Mrs. Georgina Clark, 
sjxikesman for Lake Cowi¬ 
chan Substitute Teachers' As¬ 
sociation, says wage negotia¬ 
tions w i t It the Cowichan 
school board are hampered by 
two things. 

"The board refuses to ne¬ 
gotiate with us because we 
are not legally bound by 
contract to them. They also 
refuse to accept a wage 
differentiation between teach¬ 
ers with both a degree and 
their professional year, and 
those with only a degree." 

The substitute rates in 
effect at I^ake Cowichan 
includes fees of $19 a day for 
uncertified substitute teach¬ 
ers. $22 a day for substitute 
teachers with elementary cer¬ 
tification, and $28 a day for 
those with professional certif¬ 
ication. 

The rates suggested by the 
substitutes are $30.25 a day 
for elementary certified 
teachers and $37 for those 
with both a degree and their 
professional year. 

Since the Jan. 6 walkout, 
the school board has hired 
substitute teachers from 
Cowiehan the adjacent 
district. At least one class 
from the eight schools in the 
district was closed as a 
result. 

The A. B. Greenwell ele¬ 
mentary school cancelled a 
full school day for one 

classroom when a substitute 
could not be found. 


Since the walkout began, 
the association has been 
referred by the Vancouver 
branch of the B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation to Ijtke Cowichan 
Teachers' Association for 
help. Joe Lewis, president of 
the teachers’ group, was 
apjjointed mediator by the 
substitute teachers as i m 
suit. 

The school board, however, 
refused three meetings with 
the substitute teachers and 
their mediator, as it does not 
consider the wage dispute 
negotiable, since the substi¬ 
tute teachers do not belong to 
a recognized union. 

B oard secretary-treasurer 
Adam Andruschak said, "The 
rates of pay suggested by the 
substitute teachers were not 
justifiable in the board’s 
opinion. We met with them 
once and see no need for 
further clarification on the 
matter." 

Andruschak cited two re¬ 
quests presented by the group 
which the board did imple¬ 
ment — payment is according 
to certification rather than 
the level of school taught. The 
other policy provides for a 
substitute teacher to be paid 
the equivalent salary of a 
regular teacher if her position 
lasts longer than 15 days. 

Mrs. Clark said, the $22 the 
board is paying a certified 
elementary substitute is 28 
per cent below the regular 
basic wage for a first year 
teacher. 

"Lake Cowichan has one of 
the lowest wage scales in the 

province for substitute teach¬ 
ers,” she said.

erable danger from what may 
otherwise be considered small 
amounts of these material* 

"This is particularly true 
for aquatic organisms which 
live in a restricted environ¬ 
ment." 

The prime site of damage is 
the gills — respiration is 
inhibited — and long-term 
effects likely would involve 
enzyme systems. 

In humans, chronic copper 
poisoning is manifested by 
progressive tremors and rig¬ 
idity, liver and spleen damage 
and brain cell damage. Head¬ 
ache, anemia, abdominal 
pain, irritability and halluci¬ 
nations may precede con¬ 
vulsions and death in cases of 
lead poisoning. 

An appendix to the report 
reviews the concentrations of 
mercury in freshwater spe¬ 
cies and repeats the earlier 
observations of fish in lakes 
northwest of Prince George. 
Pinchi Lake, for example, the 
site of a mercury mine during 
the Second World War, has 
been closed to sports fisher¬ 
men because of high mercury 
levels in its fish. 

However, the researchers 
point out that Carpenter 
Lake, west of Lillooet, not 
only is in an area of known 
mercury mineralization but 
will be receiving effluent 
from a future mine and 
concentrator to be built on a 
tributary stream. 

Fish in Carpenter already 
have mercury concentrations 
as high as 1.22 parts per 
million, more than double the 
federally-set maximum of .5 
parts per million. 

The authors said the orig¬ 
inal plan was to publish the 
data as a fisheries manage 
ment report but they switched 
it to a contribution to a 
technical series. 

"The relevancy of the data 
to contemporary problems 
suggests its immediate dis¬ 
tribution as an interim report 
... they say in the 
preface. "A more complete 
and up-to-date edition will be 
forthcoming in the report 
series.” 


Britain’s

The embargo was imposed 
by the Canada Post Office 
because of a postal strike 
threatened for midnight today 
in those countries.

Britain has already an¬ 
nounced it has stopped accep¬ 
ting all incoming mail, both 
surface and air. 

A post office spokesman in 
Victoria said the embargo 
affected all classes of mail 
and would be in effect until 
further notice. 

Any mail bound for Britain 
or for other countries whose 
mail i s normally routed 
through Britain will be held in 
Island post offices until, the 
embargo is lifted, the spokes¬ 
man said. "It’s useless mail¬ 
ing it, because it just won’t 
go anywhere,” he said. 

In Montreal, Canadian 
Overseas Telecommunication 
Corp. announced Monday 
suspension of its telegraph 
services from Canada to 
Britain and the Republic of 
Ireland due to a threatened 
strike of British postal work¬ 
ers. The suspension started at 
9:01 p.m. PST, Monday. 

Telex, TWX, and telephone 
services originating in Can¬ 
ada, as well as leased cir¬ 
cuits, should remain largely 
unaffected, said COTC.

H y a s , Mud and 
Rlvxla Lakes in the Kam¬ 
loops .region, Sleeping Water 
I.ake in the Okanagan and 
Peckhums Lake in the Koot¬ 
enay. 

The report says the high 
concentration of copper in 
Magic Lake, on North Pender 
Island, may be a result of 
copper Sulphate treatment of 
the lake for snail control. 

"Concentrations in Camp 
and Elsie Lake fish appear to 
conform to known mineraliza¬ 
tion there." it adds. "High 
values in fish livers from 
Hyas, Mud, Rhoda, Peckhams 
and Sleeping Water lakes are 
unexplained." 

The. study was written by 
G. R. Peterson, a provincial 
fisheries biologist who is with 
the University of B.C.'a ani¬ 
mal resources ecology centre, 
and three members of UBC’s 
geology department, Including 
Dr. H. V. Warren. 

Dealing with Buttle Lake, 
the researchers said they 
were surprised that tlte zinc 
concentrations of fish there 
were not as correspondingly 
high as the lead and copper 
contaminants. 

"(This) ... is unexpected 
as zinc is not only more 
abundant in mine tailings but 
also more soluble than lead,” 
says the study. 

The researchers also des¬ 
cribe the effects of such 
metals as lead, copper and 
zinc on organisms. 

“In most cases, threshold 
toxicity concentrations are 
suitstantlally above environ¬ 


mental background levels but 
the ability of animals to 
concentrate heavy metals in 
their tissues results in consid¬ 
erable danger from what may 
otherwise be considered small 
amounts of these materials. 

"This is particularly true 
for aquatic organisms which 
live in a restricted environ¬ 
ment." 

Tlte prime site of damage is 
the gills —i respiration is 
inhibited — and long-term 
effects likely would involve 
enzyme systems. 

In humans, chronic copper 
poisoning is manifested by 
progressive tremors and rig¬ 
idity, liver and spleen damage 
and brain cell damage. Head¬ 
ache, anemia, abdominal 
pain, irritability and halluci¬ 
nations may precede con¬ 
vulsions and death in cases of 
lead poisoning. 

An appendix to the report 


reviews the concentrations of 
mercury in freshwater spe¬ 
cies and repeats the earlier 
observations of fish in lakes 
northwest of Prince George. 
Pinchi Lake, for example, the 
site of a mercury mine during 
the Second World War, has 
been closed to sports fisher¬ 
men because of high mercury 
levels in its fish.

Board Inspects

Members of the Capital 
Region’s hospital board on 
Saturday toured the major 
centres that care for the sick 
— eight hours on the road 
that exposed them to some 
exceedingly successful and 
innovative medicine as well 
as some scenes from The 
Snake Pit. 

The administrators of Royal 
Jubilee and St. Joseph’s led 
the 25 elected officials on 
visits to both the good and the 
bad. They showed them how 
local taxpayers' money has 
been spent in the past and 
how it ought to be spent in 
the future. 

★ A A 

"It is easily seen that we 
are being asked to catch up 
on many years of inactivity." 
Mayor Hugh Curtis, chairman 
of regional board, said at the 
tour’s conclusion. 

The administrators dealt 
only with equipment and 
buildings, to which the re¬ 
gional district contributes 40 
per cent of the cost. They did 
not discuss, for example, all 
the headaches of finding 
enough money for day-to-day 
salaries and supplies because 
those are issues that have to 
be settled with other levels of 
government: 

★ ★ ★ 

"If there are discrepancies 
in the delivery of health care 
in our community, the great¬ 
est discrepancy lies in the 
shortage of acute care and 
extended care beds," said Dr. 
E. G. Q. Van Tilburg, execu¬ 
tive director of St. Joseph’s. 

"Unless something is done, 
and done in the immediate 
future,, our waiting list for 
elective surgery as well as for 
non-surgical patients will in¬ 
crease year by year to 
unmanageable proportions.’’ 


Dr. A. C. Pickles, executive 
director of Royal Jubilee, led 
the group through a string of 
contrasts. The hospital’s out¬ 
standing laboratory, for ex¬ 
ample. was inspected prior to 
a visit to a laundry that 
should have been shut down 
10 years ago. 

However, the laundry that 
processes 3 million pounds of 
linen each year is holding on 
by its fingernails until a 
decision is made at the 
regional government level on 
the question of centralizing 
hospital laundry services 
here. 

Royal Jubilee also illus¬ 
trated how existing space, 
while It may have been built 
45 years ago, can be ren¬ 
ovated and brought up to 
modern standards. An ex¬ 
ample is the $175,000 project 
under way on the fourth floor 
of its east and central blocks 
that will accommodate a 
number of expanded services. 

The money has already 
been found for that work but 
there remains, with a very 
high priority, a proposal to 
modernize and expand an 
isotope laboratory. The bill 
might be as high as $180,000. 

For two hours, hospital 
officials showed members of 
regional hospital board where 
Royal Jubilee is crying for 
improvements. 

In terms of obsolescence, 
the situation is possibly more 
desperate at St. Joseph's. 
Portions of the hospital that 
were built in 1900 are still 
major treatment areas, stair¬ 
wells have been condemned 
by local and provincial fire 
marshals and the eyes of 
regional board members al¬ 
most popped out when they 
saw an employee locker room 
in the sub-basement where 
mud is oozing up through the 
concrete.

It was only last Friday 
when contractors finished 
$128,0000 worth of renovations 
to St. Joseph's operating 
rooms, but in terms of 
modern hospital design, they 
still are not adequate.

Nevertheless, the hospital is 
pleased that the paint has 
stopped peeling oft the walls 
and the roof no longer leaks. 

Dr. Van Tilburg said if 
some regional board mem¬ 
bers got the impression that 
parts of the hospital might be 
ready to fall down, it did not 
mean St. Joseph's was a total 
failure. 

He said the morale of the 
St. Joseph’s staff was good 
despite the fact that the 
hospital, because of the in¬ 
creasing workload, was al¬ 
most becoming a factory. 

★ ★ * 

If anyone got depressed, he 
said, it was probably himself, 
when each morning he scru¬ 
tinized the admissions pro¬ 
posed for that day and 
sometimes had to say: "I'm 
sorry, you’re not sick enough 
to come in.” 

Some of the overcrowding 
of Royal Jubilee and St. 
Joseph’s likely will be reliev¬ 
ed when the 300-bed extended- 
care addition is built at Gorge 
Road hospital. It will care for 
persons who are chronically 
ill but do not need the 
intensive management of an 
acute care hospital. 

Saturday morning the board 
members had a look at the 
site of the Gorge Road 
extension, for which a con¬ 
tract likely will be let within a 
month. 

This unit is the first major 
development in a $9 million 
referendum approved by 
ratepayers more than two 
years ago.

Monday trying to convince the provincial cabinet that 
B.C. should make an all-out effort to protect the land 
and the people who live on it—and that a complete 
revision of labor legislation is needed.

“We made the commeni 
that we were very disap¬ 
pointed.” said Johnston after¬ 
ward. “If ever there was a 
year when the premier should 
have been here it was this 
year.”

The federation’s 14-p age 
brief was devoted to three 
main areas — a need to help 
the disadvantaged, including a 
dramatic increase in the 
minimum wage: a stronger 
fight against pollution: sweep¬ 
ing labor legislation changes 
that would include the scrap¬ 
ping of the Mediation Com¬ 
mission. 

The immediate reaction of 
the labor leaders to their 
meeting with cabinet was that 
they had been given "a very 
friendly reception,” but that 
there was a distinct lack of 
meaningful questions from 
the ministers. 


One of the ^-specific pro 
posals to meet the needs is 
listed by the federation as a 
"dramatic” increase in the 
SI.50 an hour minimum wage.

Other proposals call for 
economic expansion, en- 
couragement of trade union 
organization and considerable 
increase in training and re¬ 
training facilities for Indians, 
older workers and under¬ 
educated workers.

sampled from Buttle in 1969 
had levels of 89. 103, 159 and 
209. 

Those values compare with 
concentrations that, on the 
average, ranged between 30 
and 40 parts per million in 
samples taken during 1966, 
the year before Western 
Mines Ltd. started its copper- 
producing operation. 

The 1969 study of Buttle 
showed concentrations of lead 
at 5.3, 4.4. 1.1, 1.8 and a 1.2 
parts per million. Three years 
earlier few of the values were 
more than .5 parts per 
million. 

A concentration of more 
than 1.2 part per million Is 
considered exceptional. 

While the analyses were 
made of fish livers — and 
people do not tend to eat 
large quantities of rainbow 
trout livers, for example — 
the values can be taken an 
index of the availablity of the 
offensive metal in the aquatic 
environment. 

Other above-average copper 
concentrations were found in 
rainbow trout from Magic 
Lake, Camp Lake and Elsie 


Lake in the Vancouver Island 
region, H y a s , Mud and 
Rhoda Lakes in the Kam- 

The report says the high 
concentration of copper in 
Magic Lake, on North Pender 
Island, may be a result of 
copper sulphate treatment of 
the lake for snail control. 

"Concentrations in Camp 
and Elsie Lake fish appear to 
conform to known mineraliza¬ 
tion there," it adds. "High 
values in fish livers from 
Hyas, Mud, Rhoda, Peckhams 
and Sleeping Waier lakes are 
unexplained." 

The study was written by 
G. R. Peterson, a provincial 
fisheries biologist who is with 
the University of B.C.’s ani¬ 
mal resources ecology centre, 
and three members of UBC's 
geology department, including 
Dr. H. V. Warren. 

Dealing with Buttle Lake, 
the researchers said they 
were surprised that the zinc 
concentrations of fish there 
were not as correspondingly 
high as the lead and ftfyper 
contaminants. 

Is unexpected 
as zinc is not only more 
abundant in mine tailings but

All Grade 12 students in the 
Greater Victoria 'school dis¬ 
trict are being asked to 
produce $5 immediately so 
that they can receive a 
transcript of their Grade 11 
and 12 standings at the end of 
the school year. 

Trustee Carron Jameson 
questioned the new payment 
at a meeting of the board 
Monday night and was told 
the rate increases and other 
changes were the result of 
new provincial policy. 

In past years, students who 
were recommended at year’s 
end paid $2 for a transcript of 
their records Students who 
wrote examinations paid $1 
for each examination they 


wrote up to a maximum of $5. 

Director of Instruction, Dr. 
John Wiens, said there were 
some problems in making the 
changeover this year, but that 
he hoped things would be 
better next year. „ 

He said he understood ttiat 
this year for the first time 
the provincial government 
would be charging a flat fee 
for graduating students 
whether they wrote examina¬ 
tions or not. 

He said the policy within 
the school district of asking 
for immediate payment had 
been evolved to prevent prob¬ 
lems with students who de¬ 
ferred payment, or who 
wouldh’t pay at all.

Substitutes’ Pay Row 


Teachers Stay 
Out of Schools 


LAKE COWICHAN - Lake 
Cowichan schools Monday en¬ 
tered the third week of a 
walkout by a 14-member 
substitute teachers' associa¬ 
tion. 

Mrs. Georgina Clark, 
spokesman for Lake Cowi¬ 
chan Substitute Teachers' As¬ 
sociation, says wage negotia¬ 
tions with the Cowichan 
school board are hampered by 
two things. 

"The board refuses to ne¬ 
gotiate with us because we 
are not legally bound by 
contract to them. They also 
refuse to accept a wage 
differentiation between teach¬ 
ers with both a degree and 
their professional year, and 
those with only a degree.” 

The substitute rates in 
effect at Lake Cowichan 
includes fees of $19 a day for 
uncertified substitute teach¬ 
ers, $22 a day for substitute 
teachers with elementary cer¬ 
tification, and $28 a day for 
those with professional certif¬ 
ication. 

The rates suggested by the 
substitutes are $30.25 a day 
for elementary certified 
teachers and $37 for those 
with both a degree and their 
professional year. 

Since the Jan. 6 walkout, 
the school board has hired 
substitute teachers from 
Cowichan — the adjacent 
district. At least one class 
from the eight schools in the 
district was closed as a 
result. 

The A. B. Greenwell ele¬ 
mentary school cancelled a 
full school day for one 
classroom when a substitute 
could not be found. 


Since the walkout began, 
the association has been 
referred by the ‘Vancouver 
branch of the B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation to Lake Cowichan 
Teachers’ Association for 
help. Joe Lewis, president of 
the teachers’ group, was 
appointed mediator by the 
substitute teachers as a re¬ 
sult. 

The school board, however, 
refused three meetings with 
the substitute teachers and 
their mediator, as it does not 
consider the wage dispute 
negotiable, since the substi¬ 
tute teachers do not belong to 
a recognized union. 

B oard secretary-treasurer 
Adam Andruschak said, "The 
rates of pay suggested by the 
substitute teachers were not 
justifiable in the board's 
opinion. We met with them 
once and see no need for 
further clarification on the 
matter." 

Andruschak cited two re¬ 
quests presented by the group 
which the board did imple¬ 
ment — payment is according 
to certification rather than 
the level of achool taught. The 
other policy provides for a 
substitute teacher to be paid 
the equivalent salary of a 
regular teacher if her position 
lasts longer than 15 days. 

Mrs. Clark said, the $22 the 
board is paying a certified 
elementary substitute is 28 
per cent below the regular 
basic wage for a first year 
teacher. 

"Lake Cowichan has one of 

the lowest wage scales in the 
province for substitute teach¬ 
ers,” she said.

The researchers also des¬ 
cribe the effects of such 
metals as lead, copper and 
zinc on organisms. 

"In most cases, threshold 
toxicity concentrations are 
substantially above environ¬ 
mental background levels but 
the ability of animals to 
concentrate heavy metals in 
♦heir tissues results in consid¬ 
erable danger from what may 
otherwise be considered small 
amounts of these materials. 

"This is particularly true 
for aquatic organisms which 
live in a restricted environ¬ 
ment." 

The prime site of damage is 
the gills — respiration is 
Inhibited — and long-term 
effects likely would involve 
enzyme systems. 

In humans, chronic copper 
poisoning is manifested by 
progressive tremors and rig¬ 
idity, liver and spleen damage 
and brain cell damage. Head¬ 
ache, anemia, abdominal 
pain. Irritability and halluci¬ 
nations may precede con¬ 
vulsions and death in cases of 
lead poisoning. 

An appendix to the report 
reviews the concentrations of 
mercury in freshwater spe¬ 
cies and repeats the earlier 
observations of fish in lakes 
northwest of Prince George. 
Pinchi Lake, for example, the 
site of a mercury mine during 
the Second World War, has 
been closed to sports fisher¬ 
men because of high mercury 
levels In its fish. 

However, the researchers 
point out that Carpenter 
Lake, west of Lilloeet, not 
only is in an area of known 
mercury mineralization but 
will be receiving effluent 
from a future mine and 
concentrator to be built on a 
tributary stream. 

Fish in Carpenter already 
have mercury concentrations 
as high as 1.22 parts per 
million, more than double the 
federally-set maximum of .5 
parts per million. 

The authors said the orig¬ 
inal plan was to publish the 
data as a fisheries manage¬ 
ment report but they switched 
it to a contribution to a 
technical series. 

"The relevancy of the data 
to contemporary problems 
suggests Its immediate dis¬ 
tribution as an interim report 
.. . ," they say in the 

preface. "A more complete 
and up-to-date edition will be 
forthcoming in the report 
series." 


Britain’s 
Mail 
Curbed 


Vancouver Island residents 
are urged not to mail any 
letters or parcels to points in 
Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland because of a national 
temporary embargo on mall 
for those countries, the Vic¬ 
toria post office announced 
Monday. 

The embargo was imposed 
by the Canada Post Office 
because of a postal strike 
threatened for midnight today 
in those countries.

Britain has already an¬ 
nounced it has stopped accep¬ 
ting ail incoming mall, both 
surface and air. 

A post office spokesman In 
Victoria said the embargo 
affected all classes of mail 
and would be in effect until 
further notice. 

Any mail bound for Britain 
or for other countries whose 
mail i s normally routed 
through Britain will be held in 
Island post offices until the 
embargo is lifted, the spokes¬ 
man said. "It's useless mail¬ 
ing it, because it just won't 
go anywhere," he said. 

In Montreal. Canadian 
Overseas Telecommunication 
Corp. announced Monday 
suspension of its telegraph 
services from Canada to 
Britain and the Republic of 
Ireland due to a threatened 
strike of British postal work¬ 
ers. The suspension started at 
9:01 p.m. PST, Monday. 

Telex, TWX, and telephone 
services originating in Can¬ 
ada, as well as leased cir¬ 
cuits, should remain largely 
unaffected, said COTC.
